sister-in-law, Mrs. Rose StrunsUy, who 
•were arrested at the Hotel de France 
here last night because of their asso- 
ciation with members of the Finnish 
progressive party, four of whom, in- 
cluding the wife of Prof. Malmburg, 
of Helsingfors university, were taken 
into custody at the same time. 


Attaches of the embassy visited the 


prefecture of police and the headqtiar- 
ters of the secret police in endeavors 
to learn the nature 
of t, e .charges 


against the American prisoners and to 
see whether they were comfortably 
treated. The Wallings probably will 
be released on condition of their leav- 
ing Russia, but the examination of 
the books, manuscripts and other doc- 
uments seized by the police when the 
Wallings were taken into custody may 
delay the release ot the prisoners for 
a few days. 


The police accuse Mr. Walling with 


furnishing financial aid to the revolu- 
tionary movement, but that is not the 
charge on which he and the other 
members of his party were arrested 
last night.

active for several months in fighting 
for the cause of the revolutionary 
party.

sky, nine mammoth balloons, repre- 
senting four of the great nations of 
the world, will start this afternoon in 
the slanting rays of the setting sun 
on a journey which should add an im- 
portant chapter to 
the 
history 
of 


aerial navigation. 


The contest is officially known as 


the second 
international 
aeronautic 


cup contest and the prize, a massive 
silver trophy and $2,500 in cash, will 
be awarded to the pilot whose skill 
and daring lands his car the farthest 
from the starting point. As each of 
the balloons is of similar design and 
material the r^ce will go to the aero- 
naut—French. English, German 
or 


American—who is capable of taking 
the best advantage of favorable winds 
and who loses the least ground under 
adversity. 
The contest also marks 


the entry of the United States into 
active competition with the European 
nations in a field which has been left 
almost exclusively 
to them. 
It was 


through the winning of the cup last 
year In a race from Paris by Lieut. 
Frank P. Lahm, of the United Slates 
army, that the contest was brought 
this year to this country.

An injunction was sought by the 


United Typothetae of America and 
certain publishing concerns in New 
York, Chicago. St. Louis and Massa- 
chusetts to prevent tho 
defendants, 


officers and members of the 
Press- 


men's union from inciting and carry- 
ing on a strike which was in effect 
the breaking of a contract entered 
into last May and nmning until Jan- 
uary 1, 1912. 


According to the contract the press- 


men were to have a nine-hour day un- 
til January 1. 1909, when the eight- 
hour day was to go into effect, but the 
union had demanded immediate ac- 
ceptance of the eight-hour day. When 
the case was argued ten days ago the 
defendants raised the 
question 
of 


Jurisdiction 
and 
tho 
complainants 


moved to amend the petition in cer- 
tain respects to eliminate parties not 
indispensible to the, suit, which mo- 
tion was sustained by tl-e court, bold- 
ing that jurisdiction in tho case. That 
tho demand by tho international union 
officers for an eight-hour day prior to 
tho date agreed on was viol?tive of 
the contract was the opinion of the 
court, but lie said the men as indi- 
viduals could not bo enjoined from 
striking.

The narrative of the

ties, contained an element of pathos 
and although he apparently did not 
attempt, any flights of oratory he 
grew eloquent, in telling his story 
and commanded the most careful at- 
tention of the judge, jurors and at- 
torneys. 


In answer to a question as to how 


William H. Baxter became a member 
of his family tho old gentleman re- 
plied: 
"We took 
him, sir. 
long 


about 1K6S. when he was six months 
old and the poorest, 
little bit of 


flesh 
I ever saw in human form, 


and forty long yo- rs be ate at my 
table and lived in my family. 
He 


weighed about eight pounds when 
wo took him and twenty years later 
wp adopted him." 


In substance tho story of Mr. Bax- 


ter is that ho moved to tho farm in 
bake township in 1X3S. and several 
years afterward ho moved to Arcola. 
whore for nine years he conducted 
a blacksmith shop, which be sold out 
and again returned to the farm. His 
wife died about two yoars artor but 
she had been living on tho farm near- 
ly a yoar before her husband re- 
turned from Arcola.

year, after 
he had 
boon ill 


t rented by the members of the house- 
hold which consisted of William H. 
Baxter, his daughter nnd her hus- 
band, be loft to tell some of

toward a crook and caused him to 
four that, ho would bo thrown in.

house and sign a contract, for

deed and a short time afterward he 
camo to Fort Wayne and nlllxcd his 
signature to the deed. 


Ho slated that ho had never volun- 


tarily given possession of tho land, 
that, tho adopted son had 111 troaled 
him in many ways. Tho i.doplcd son 
makes a general dotval of the story 
;ind states that the transfer was 
mado In good faith.

of the county jails and infirmaries of 
Indiana. 


"They are a reproach and shame to 


a civilized country," said the governor, 
as helaunched into his subject. 


"Wonderful as are the achievements 


of the charities and correction work- 
ers and our citizenship in general, 
there is a situation to which we have 
not arisen and have not yet grasped. 
I speak of the county jail and poor in- 
firmary system of the state. 


'Wo are making a tremendous mis- 


take in our county jail management. 
People who are committed there to 
await trial and felons who are there 
to serve sentences are mingld to- 
gether and the former are denied. 


"In many jails the men and women, 


aro not separated. The boys are al- 
lowed to run with the men. 


State Is Transgressor. 


"This 
ate is a transgressor of 


morals when it puts a boy into jail for 
an offense and lets him be tutored by 
a criminal who has traveled all the 
roads of vice. We have no right *.c 
do a thing like that, and it Is up to 
the good people like you here in this 
conference to start a movement that 
will result in legislative action. 


"I believe now more than ever that 


there should be r.o loafers in jail. The 
state should build four or Blx big work- 
houses at various 
points to which 


every man, boy or woman who is con- 
victed and sentenced to jail for less 
than a pennl offense should be sent 
and havo work put in their hands. We 
are coming to that plan sooner or 


later. The county infirmaries in at 
least seventeen counties are as much 
of a reproach to our state as are many 
of the jails." 


Governor Hanly said the state of In- 


diana was not only great in power and 
wealth, but is riiarvelously great 
i 


character. 
Taking the brighter si ...* 


of the question, the governor dwelt en 
acts of sacrifice and heroism which 
the people of Indiana had shown In 
times of crisis. 


"We have been for a quarter of a 


century," he said, "building up a citi- 
zenship tmequaled anywhere else on 
earth. 
We are truly becoming our 


brothers' brother. Instance the awful 
floods that submerged the Ohio Valley 
last spring and made thousands of 
sufferers. 
The state offered aid, but, 


Uie afflicted communities, which or- 
ganized and administered aid to their 
own sufferers, sent back the state 
funds In many instances. 


'•In the terrible Fontanet catas- 


trophe tho other day I reached the 
spot in five hours afterward with an 
offer of help, and found the people of 
that, wrecked village already organ- 
ized and caring for their dead and 
maimed.' These ar records

while having in any state. These are 
examples which show the nioral fiber 
and character of Indiana citizenship."

Beside Track Suffering 


Great Agony. 


After having lain for four long, dark 


lours beside the 
Wabash 
railroad 


racks with his life's blood streaming 
rom the crushed stumps ot both his 
Cgs anil from a wound on his head, 
crying loudly for help to hoar only 
he mocking echoes ot the early morn- 
ng in 
epiy. seeing men pass and 


snowing that his feeble cries for help 
had been defeated by 
the hiss of 


steam and the 
rumble ot 
heavy 


heels. Fred Davis, n farm hand llv- 
ng with his sister. Mrs. Dennis Ho- 
gan, west of the Lake Erie and Wa- 
>nsh crossing, died just -fter the noon 
lour at St. Joseph's Hospital Sunday 
iftor a most remarkable battle with 
leath. 


Davis attended a party at. the Hen- 


lerson home east of tho crossing near 
which ho was found and had started 
for the residence of his sister when It 
s presumed he was struck by a west- 
,>ound freight that left Fort Wayne at 
2:0fi o'clock. 
He was found about 


7:3(1 o'clock by the crew of a freight j 
train and taken to the Calhoun street ; 
rossing and from thero conveyed in 
an ambulance to the hospital. 


He was conscious when 
he 
was 


found and remained in full possession 
of his faculties until death came. The 
wonderful vitality displayed indicated 
lo Dra. B. i... VanBuskirk and W. W. 
Barnett, who attended him, that had 
it not been for the exposure and loss 
of blood the man's life might have 
been saved. It was raining part of 
the time he was lying beside the track 
and this made his condition much 
worse. 


Nobody saw the accident, and more 


than to say that he stepped from one 
track to avoid a train and was struck 
by another moving in the opposite 
direction Davis could give no account 
ot the manner in which he was hurt. 


It is likely that every car of the 


train that struck him passed over hi$ 
legs as both were ground off above 
the knees In addition to the cut in his 
head. Two or thre^e trains passed the 
spot after he had been struck, but the 
darkness prevented the trainmen from 
seeing hito and the noise drowned his 
cries for help. 


Davis was about thirty-eight years 


old and single. 
His only surviving 


relative is Mrs. Hogan, with whom he 
made his home, and the body was re- 
moved yesterday to her house. 
He 


formerly conducted a mill 
on the 


south side and was a native of Dan- 
ville, 111., although he had lived in 
Fort Wayne since he was a boy.

Fort Wayne School Board 


Has Issued Circular 


Letter. 


Invoking the aid of parents la order 


to avoid rigorous measures in the ban- 
ishment of the Greek letter fraterni- 
ties from the Fort Wayne schools, the 
city school board has just mailed to 
the parents of each student of the 
high school a circular letter. 


The letter sets forth the. provisions 


of the Indiana 
law which forbids 


these organizations in Indiana schools 
and provides that students who per- 
sist in membership therein shall be 
suspended 
or 
expelled 
from 
the 


schools. 
While the board would re- 


gret to be compelled to adopt drastic 
tactics to see that the fraternities are 
wiped out, it is determined that the 
law shall be obeyed. In the hope that 
parents may obviate the necessity for 
expelling pupils, the 
board has ap- 


pealed to them to use their authority 
over the students and forbid further 
affiliation with the fraternities. 


Text of the Letter. 


Tho complete text of the letter 


•mailed by the school board is as fol- 
lows: 
To the Patrons of the Fort TVayno High 
nnd Manual Training School. The last 
General Assembly of Indiana, passed 
the following Act, approved March 12, 
1907: 
Schools—High 
and 
Elementary—Secret 


Societies. 
Section 1. Be it enacted In- the General 
Assembly of the State of Indiana, That 
the common schools of the State of In- 
diana, both elementary and high schools. 
shaJl bo open to all children until they 
complete their courses of study in said 
common schools, subject to the authority 
of the touchers therein and to all the 
rules and reflations provided by the 
proper authorities for the government of 
such schools. 
It shall be unlawful for 
tho pupils in any of the elementary or 
high schools of this state to form secret 
societies, fraternities or other similar 
organizations, in such schools: and the 
board of school commissioners or board of 
trustees of anv school town or city, and 
Iho trustee of "any Fchool township, and 
the superintendent of any school, are 
hereby rennired to enforce the provisions 
of this net by suspending, or if neces- 
sary, expelling a pupil In any elemen- 
tary or high school who refuses or neg- 
lects to o&py such rules or regulations 
or any of them.Emergency. 
Sec. 2. An emergency exists for the 
immediate taking effect of this act. and it 
shall be In force from and after Its pas- 
sage. 
\Vere the high school fraternities un- 
objectionable In themselves, it would still 
TJC the- duty of tho school authorities to 
discountenance all such organizations as 
arc declared unlawful by act of the reg- 
ularly constituted law-making powers of 
the State. 
The high school fraternities, however, 


rim open to serious objections: 
They arc unnecessary and at th* best 
only imitations of college fraternities, 
without the reason for existence that 
the college fraternity has.

SALSIFY FRITTERS. 


Scrape and slice a quart of salsify roots and simmer In boll- 


Ing salted water until tender. If they are to be used for dinner 
at night they should be put to cook early In the afternoon. Let 
the water boll off Instead of draining, In order to preserve the 
fine oyster flavor of tho plant Press through a colander. 
Sift 


into a bowl a pint of flour, two teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
and one-half teaspoonful of salt. Beat two eggs thoroughly anil 
and to them enough sweet milk to make a good muffin batter 
when added to the dry Ingredients. 
Drop in the salsify, season 


with pepper and more salt if. necessary. Have ready a frying 
pan In which Is a tablespoonful of good pork drippings or olive 
oil, and when smoking hot drop in the fritters from the point 
of a spoon. 
When brown on one side, turn and brown the 


other. Take up with a perforated ladle, rest for a. moment on 
soft paper to absorb all grease, and serve hot. These are almost 
as good as fried oysters.

amusement, or if those have never 
been developed. It becomes absolutely 
necessary "'at an infant's time shall 
bo occupied by another person, else 
he is so miserable1 and unhappy as to 
make himself ill. 


This extreme 
seldom arrives, ot 


course, bocauso lone before' It could 
Homo one l.as taken pity upon the 
lonely and unhappy little youngster 
and found something for him to do. 
Thus is tho child appeased at the ex- 
pense of time and thought, not tj men- 
tion nervous energy, nf another who 
should be cither putting this force in 
another direction or saving it. 


Teaching a child to amuse Itself is 


neither tho hopeless 
nor long task 


that some persons may think. 
They 


arc clever, those children, and will 
rarely look after their own diversions 
if they can find someone to do It for 
them. 
Therefore the first and most 


difficult thing to impress upon one Is 
that ho must play by himself, doing 
nnt only that, but. deciding upon the 
form of play. It, takes persistence and 
patience to do this, but the end more 
than justifies tho effort. 


A child too young to select his own 


toys should not be put in the middle 
nf the floor and told to do something. 
That Is 
unreasonable. Until 
such 


time ns ho can make a selection un- 
aided be should be helped, but from 
the 
oarlie: I. 
t imo a baby of a few 


months makes a choice. Give him a 
ball, rattle, woolly sheep and some- 
thing else all at once and he will se- 
lect ono and play 
with it. 
As he 


grows older tho preference continues, 
so that if a child is put on tho floor 


he may be given several playthings 
and will take what he wishes. 
He 


should then be made to play with it. 
That is to say. no attention should 
be paid to him by any one, and after 
a lime he will [earn that unless he 
takes tho playthings 
at 
hand and 


plays by himself there 
will be no 


amusement. 


As soon as a child is old enough to 


walk and understand ho can be sent 
to his own room and told to find some- 
thing to do. The phrase may bo re- 
peated to him day after day until he 
learns what It 
really 
moans. 
His 


nurse or mother may 
make a sug- 


gestion as to what the 
amusement 


should be. but if she wishes to bring 
up a resourceful child she will let him 
alone after that to originate and work 
out his own little ideas. While he is 
doing It, the maid or parent Is free 
to do her own work or look after 
other matters, and the child is far 


I happier than it be were whining and 
dragging at some 
one's 
petticoats 


waiting to be amused. 


Those toys that a child can make 


things with are by far tbo best for 
one who amuses 
himself. 
Colored 


pencils and a few pieces of paper fur- 
nish enjoyment for several hours. So 
does a paint box, and blocks—though 
old—arc still amusing. 
The taste of 


each child should be studied a little 
by the mother until she learns wheth- 
er he would rather paint, or hammer, 
and when she finds out this, his nat- 


i ural bent, the things that he can use 
it with should be given. 


There should be some variety about 


them, loo. Then leave him alone to 
amuse himself. It's no use to say he 
can't or doesn't know how. He will 
learn when he finds no one pays any 
attention to him, though it may take 
days for him to be quite convinced of 
this.

custom to sit and to walk. "Carriage" 
and "presence" that do so much to 
give one style and attraction are en- 
tirely Impossible simply because the 
woman has been careless and "slop- 
py" In her manner of holding herself, 
and muscles that should give support 
are limp and without strength. 


To sit properly and maintain one's 


figure it is absolutely necessary that 
the spine shall support the weight of 
the upper _part of the bod}'. Now, as 
even' one knows, the spinal column is 
long and thin, like a pole, and it can 
form no support unless the weight is 
hung from the top, as it were. 


Put any load in the middle and the 


pole will bend. 
This 
is 
precisely 


what happens in wrong sitting. 
In- 


stead of the weight coming on the top 
of the spine, that is, from the base of 
the head, and being braced from the 
other end. the column is allowed to 
bend at the small of the back, the ab- 


j domen is thus thrown out of plumb 


trying to help the "pole," the tip of 
the spine bows under, and the whole 
figure is wrong. Sit so the end of the 
spine is directly against the scat and 
the seat back, and the figure is prop- 
erly held. There 
will then 
be no 


bending of the pole. 


Let a woman notice how she sits 


in a street car, for instance. Usually, 
instead of being way 
back 
on the 


cushions she has her shoulder blades 
against the back and tho tip of her 
spine is at least four inches in ad- 
vance of that line on the seat. 
She 


can prove this to her 
satisfaction 


j merely by trying to get further back 
I on the seat. Nine times out of ten 


she will find that she can push back 
anywhere from three to five inches. 
Unless she does this and forms the 
habit of sitting with the top of the 
spine upright instead of curved she 
will have the usual large hips and 
protruding abdomen with which most 
women are disfigured. To keep the 
spine constantly curved while sitting 
Is fatal to any grace or figure. 


It. is not sufficient, however, to sit 


properly. 
One must stand with the 


weight evenly distributed, making the 
spine between tho shoulder blades do 
its share, not .allowing It to slump 
and bow. 


Also tho abdomen must be held in, 


and not unconsciously made to pro- 
trude. 


Every woman knows that when she 


goes to a dressmaker she holds her- 
self well In, trying to have her gown 
made to fit. She 
throws back her 


shoulders and generally squares her- 
self. 
Tho same woman later will let 


hor shoulders come forward and lean 
when she walks. Then she'wonders 
why her figure is not good and that 
her frocks do not fit. 


I know ot no bettor way for throw- 


ing back the shoulders and expanding 
the chest than to try to make tho el- 
bows meet behind one's back. 
Few 


persons can accomplish it, but the ef- 
fort will be sufficient to develop the 
chest and straighten the upper part, 
of the back. Another good way is to 
try literally to raise tho chest. 
This 


can bo done somewhat, but not unless 
tho shoulders are back to admit of II. 


To keep the proper poise of the 


body moans not to make tho abdomen 
prominent, but to hold It. in. Onco It. 
grows in size this Is more difficult to 
do. but the bending exercise will both 
help and prevent enlargement. 
It 


consists in trying to touch the toes 
with the finger tips without bending 
the knees. 


All women should try every day to 


do this if they hope to preserve their 
waist lino. It should be done without 
corsets, and tho chances arc that few 
women can do It, certainly at. first. 
But It Is worth struggling for day aft- 
er day, because the longer one tries 
the more sure is success, an;1 fulfil- 
ment means that the waist, lino has 


been 
decreased 
sometimes 
several 


inches. 


To try five times in succession 
is 


enough at the beginning, but after 
the first one may do it ten times, 
morning and night, and the puffing 
and panting it produces will do no 
harm. 
Raise the hands high above 


the head at the start, and try to touch 
the toes. 


This is good 
exorcise 
for every 


member of the family.

As gradually the balloons took shape, 
the stout cord about, them was care- 
fully adjusted and inspected. Baskets 
were nor. tied in place until the last 
foot of gas was forced into tlio big 
bags and the neck tightly sealed. 
Dangling from this neck In each bal- 
loon was a white cord with a small 
bag of tho same color attached. This 
cord controls the gas valve at the top 
atul is pulled whenever the aeronauts 
decide to descend. A second cord, of 
red, is known as the rip cord and 
when pulled rips out a seam so th-it 
in landing the balloonist may deflate 
tho. hag in an insta- \ 


How Baskets Are Equipped. 


The baskets belonging to the several 


balloons were objects of intense inter- 
est, among the spectators. The equip- 
ment, of Oiich varied, but in general 
the aeronauts will carry with them an 
aneroid barometer to register eleva- 
tion; a barograph or self-registering 
aneroid 
barometer; 
a 
statoscope, 


which registers the size and fall of a 
balloon; compass dry and wet ther- 
mometer, set of maps, small electric 
flashlights for reading instruments At 
night, and life belts to be used in case 
of falling into water. Bach aerial pas- 
senger, be ho aid or pilot, vill wear 
very heavy clothing, as the first night 
out, at high altitude, is expected to be 
extremely cold. For food, practically 


all of the teams will carry a supply or 
sandwiches which will be eaten during 
the first day out, and tho second as 
well, if the flight should continue {hat 
long. 
Canned meats and 
several 


loaves of bread aro to he taken along 
for a third day's provisions and to be 
used in case the landing place should 
he remote from •. ula.ge or farm house. 
Le Blanc, the Frenchman and Mix, 
Ms aid, are taking up fishing tackle 
and a revolver, declaring that if they 
descend In an attractive spot, they will 
spend two or three days fishing and 
hunting. Sleep will he next to impos- 
sible for the air travelers, most of the 
baskets being too small to permit of 
repose and the honor at stake being 
such as to requir 
the vigilance of 


both members of a team. 


Start With Setting Sun. 


The start, of (he race was plnrt-'l as 


late in the day as possible in order to 
meet the wishes of the aeronauts. It. 
was desired by all that the first and 
most important stage of thc'.r flight, 
should take place at night. The heat 
of tho sun expends ballooning gan to 
| a marked extent and when the con- 
I traction comes at. night, it. means a 


drop to a lower level and the loss of 
several bags of ballastfl 
By starting 


with the setting sun the first loss of 
gas 
is reached nearly twenty-four 


hours in the air and in this period the 
pilots expect to cover the greatest 
part of their journey. 


The start of the international cup 


contest today marks tho beginning of 
an aerial carnival which will continue 
until Friday.

and dirigible balloons are here to com- 
pete for valuable prizes offered for the 
various classes.

Strunsky, authoress, settlement work- 
er :in:l member of the Artist Bohemian 
club, of San Francisco, Mrs. Walling, 
who was arrested with her husband 
and Bister yesterday In St. Petersburg, 
was widely known in this city until 
she left, to take up the work of the 
socialistic propaganda In Europe.

Rose Strunsky, the younger sister,

She identified herself with 


the artist Bohemian 
clique of San 


Francisco and by tha time she left the 
university of California she became 
a leader in socialistic society. 
Her

ored in the "Kempton-Wace letters," 
which 
were a protest against 
the 


marriage conventions. The book was

anonymously and It was 


sometime before the secret of Its au- 
thorship became known. 


Anna Strunsky resumed her settle- 


ment work in San Francisco and be- 
came the leader of the Cardinal club, 
a socialistic society.
